The law was attacked on the 


ground there was no proper rela- 
tion between the number of stores 
and the business conducted in ap- 
plying the tax and that it had 
no" real relation to public health 
and safety. 


The state claimed it was a ra- 


tional tax, operated equally and 
evenly 
and 
was 
valid. 
Justice 


Roberts in renderins the opinion 
said that the court hcld'the clas- 
sification was good and the tax 
was valid. 
The case held unusual interest 


because of the growth of chain 
stores during the last ten years 
and 
protests 
from 
independent 


merchants and others who con- 
tended that the ultimate effect of 
the stores, if allowed to spread 
unchecked, would be bad. 
Laws placing a heavy tax upon 


them have been proposed in a

ARE TESTING CUT RATES TO 
MEET MORE BUS COMPETITION

CHICAGO, May 18.—(/P)—Faced 


by growing bus competition, ma- 
jor westeVn railroads are testing 
reduced fares to determine wheth- 
er passenger business is increas- 
ed sufficiently thereby to justify 
"bargain rates." 


Thus far 
the proposition has 


been purely experimental—and al- 
ready one road, the St. Louis and 
San Francisco, has announced, it 
will seek to restore its regular 
fare rate—but continuation of the 
tests this summer Is expected to 
reveal definite conclusions in the 
railroads' profit and loss column.

a-mlle fares in Pullmans.

tried similar tests, with frequent 
excursions at rates up to two 
cents a mile in parlor cars and 
Pullmans.

The Minneapolis, St. Paul and

WEEK FOR SESSION 


FEELING OF ANXIETY OVER 
FATE OF SEVERAL IMPOR- 


TANT MEASURES 


AUSTIN, May 15.—(IP)—The leg- 


islature 
today 
entered the 
last 
week's work of this session with 
a feeling of anxiety for numer- 
ous bills of major 
importance. 
Seven more work days remained 
before the date set for adjourn- 
ment, May 22, and talk of extend- 
ing the session another week was 
heard ftom several sides. 


The talk gained strength with

numerous predictions that no re- 
port could be made that would 
meet with the approval of both 
houses. 


Bills to increase efficiency in 


the comptroller and treasury de- 
partments were 
passed by the 
house.

would save several hundred thous- 
and dollars. The bills also would 
tighten restrictions 
around state 
expense accounts and the use of 
state automobiles. 


The senate passed a bill to al- 


low persons over 25 to take ad- 
vantage of the suspended sentence 
act in liquor law violation cases 
The bill was bitterly opposed by 
some prohibitionists.

LAW AUTHORIZING

The law authorizing the construc- 
tion of Hoover Dam on the Colo- 
rado river was sustained as con- 
stitutional today by the supreme 
court. 


Arizona's bill of complaint was 


dismissed 
by the court without 


prejudice to her right to proceed 
further in the matter should it 
later develop that any 
of 
her 


rights were being impaired. 


Arizona succeeded in showing, 


the court declared, that it may 
suffer injury as a result of dis- 
tribution of water from the reser- 
voir. If at any time in the future 
her rights to water from the river 
should be impaired, the court said 
the state might take appropriate 
legal action but that it could not 
deliver a judgment based on th» 
assumption that the state's right;* 
would be injured. 


Work on the dam, already un- 


der way, will go forward as a 
result of the decision although it 
eventually may be halted if Ari- 
zona should bring other court ac- 
tion, with regard to distribution 
of the water. 


The act authorizing the 
con- 


struction of the dam was passed 
in December, 1928, over the bit- 
ter opposition of Arizona's repre- 
sentatives in congress. 


Arizona, in its complaint, ques- 


tioned the constitutionality of the 
law and asked the supreme court 
to prohibit the interior depart- 
ment from carrying out its pro- 
visions.
